The death of General Slack was 
not only a severe blow to the Con­ 
federate military forces, but in him 
Missouri and particularly Livings­ 
ton County lost a prominent

able man. 
William Y .Slack was born 
in 
Mason County, Kentucky, on Aug­ 
ust 1, 1816, the son of John and 
Jane (Caldwell) Slack. 
In 1819 
the Slacks moved to Missouri, set­ 
tling in what is now Boone County. 
Although William Slack gained but 
a common school education, he ear- 
ily began the study of law in

office of J. B. Gordon at Columbia, 
and was admitted to the bar there.

By making a reduction in the tariff, the United States would be fol­ 
lowing the excellent 
example 
recently

by Australia. 
Like the 
f'i U 1 States, and almost every other country in the world, Australia 
H suffering from the paralysis which unsound tariff making has bro’i 
Tat in international trade. 
She has therefore lowered her tariffs, and 
is n w adm itting to the country 
many products heretofore excluded, j 
Among these are some of our American products. 
Excellent reasons can be advanced for reducing at once the ruin- J 
ou- rates of the Hawley-Smoot tariff law. 
Congress has gone to 
ex­ 
traordinary lengths, some of them even doubtful in their constiuttional- 
ity, to relieve private group interests. 
It has lent the Federal credit to 
banks and railroads. 
But Congress has not done anything for the relief of the general 
public, notwithstanding there are some 8,000,000 people out of work and 
the economic blight is so widespread that those employed 
are 
every­ 
where in the greatest perplexity and uncertainty as to the future. 
The tariff could be lowered in a way to help the country, and in- 
ju n no one. 
The effect could be to reduce undue profits of special in- 
erests made through abuse of the tariff, and decrease the cost of living 
of the whole people. 
It is not necessary for Congress to hold a 
long 
series of hearings. There are experts on the tariff who can be called in 
to give Congress the benefit of their information. 
These 
men 
know 
quite well what rates are excessive and injurious. 
They know what the 
tariff on aluminum should be. 
They know w hat the 
tariff 
on sugar 
should be. 
They know what the tariff should be in all the important 
schedules, to protect industry from destructive 
foreign 
competition. 
They can make the distinction that should be made between a merely 
protective tariff and a tariff for privilege. 
The obstacle to any such popular legislation up to this time has 
been the gag upon the lower house 
of Congress.

gag has been removed.

William 
Yarnell 
Slack, lawyer, legislator and sol­ 
dier of two wars, went to his death 
on March 20, 1862, seventy years 
ago this week, suffering 
from 
a 
wound received in the famous bat­ 
tle of Pea Ridge, Ark. 
The death of General Slack was 
not only a severe blow to the Con­ 
federate m ilitary forces, but in him 
Missouri and particularly Livings­ 
ton County lost a prominent 
and 
able man. 
William Y .Slack was born 
in 
Mason County, Kentucky, on Aug­ 
ust 1, 1816, the son of John and 
Jane (Caldwell) Slack. 
In 1819 
the Slacks moved to Missouri, set­ 
tling in what is now Boone County. 
Although William Slack gained but 
a common school education, he ear- 
ily began the study of law in 
the 
office of J. B. Gordon at Columbia, 
and was adm itted to the bar there. 
Early in 1839, William Y. Slack 
located at Chillicothe in Livingston 
County where he made his perma­ 
nent home. 
Although but 22 years 
of age when he came to Chillicothe, 
Slack soon built up a legal clien­ 
tele until he is said to have been 
employed .on one side of evrey im­ 
portant legal case in 
Livingston 
County. 
Politics attracted the young law­ 
yer and in 18-12 he was elected rep­ 
resentative of Livingston county in 
the Genetal Assembly on the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket. 
He also was elect­ 
ed delegate to the 
Constitutional 
Convention 
of 
1845. 
In 1859 he 
was defeated by a small majori­ 
ty for circuit judge.

was 
made for 
troops to fight the Mexican War, 


William Y. Slack aided in orgar.iu 
ing a company in Livingston coun-1 
ty, and was later elected captain.! 
Capt. Slack 
and 
his 
company j 
known as Company L of the Sec­ 
ond Missouri Mounted Volunteers, 
served 
under 
General 
Sterling 
Price in the campaign to Sante Fe 
and Taos. 
Capt. Slack had always been an 
advocate of slavery, and after 1L.- 
return from 
the 
Mexican 
W ar, 
came to be recognized as one 
of 
the most prominent men of 
Liv­ 
ingston county. In the presidential 
election of 1860, Slack was a can­ 
didate for elector on the Brecken- 
ridge ticket, and carried his coun­ 
ty 
for the Southern 
Democrat. 
When the clouds 
of 
war 
again 
swept the country, Governor C. F. 
Jackson, acting principally on the 
suggestion of General Price, it is 
said, appointed William Y. Slack 
the 
brigadier 
general 
of 
the 
fourth division of 
the 
Missouri 
State Gaurds. 
General Slack began at 
once 
recruiting and equipping men 
in 
his division .until by June 16, 1861, 
on the eve of the Battle of Boon- 
ville and when Slack and his men 
left the forks of Grand River for 
Lexington, he was at the head of 
500 mounted men and 700 infan­ 
try. 
General Slack’s 
division 
took 
part in the Battles of Carthage and 
Wlson’s Creek, at the 
latter 
of 
which, on August 
10, 
Slack was 
-criously wounded in the right hip. 
Two moths later, the General had 
recovered sufficiently to be back in 
command of his troops. 
Later when the 
State 
Guards 
were being mustered into service 
of the South, Slack persuaded most 
of his men to recruit in the Con­ 


federate Army, and on January 23, 
J862, he was appointed 
comman­ 
der of the Second Brigade of Mis­ 
souri Confederate Volunteers. 
A little more than a month later, 
General Slack 
was 
leading 
his 
troops into position at the Battle 
of Pea Ridge on 
March 
7, 1862, 
when he was again wounded n e a rj 
the old wound in his hip. This tim e1 
the wound was more serious, and 
on March 20, 1862. General Slack j 
died at Moore’s Mills near the Pea 
Ridge battlefield. 
The next morn­ 
ing the General was buried 
eight 
miles from the battlefield, where 
he lay until 1880 when he was re­ 
moved to the Confederate Ceme­ 
tery at Fayetteville, Ark. 
General Slack was twice 
m ar­ 
ried. and at his death was survived 
by a widow and four children. He 
was first married to Mary Wood­ 
ward in 1842. and she died in 1858.

Butler, regular army officer 
now 
stationed at Cape Girardeau, 
on 
“ National 
Defense”. 
The 
talk 
carries such a wealth of material, 
and the topic is treated in such 
a 
clear and quite novel method that 
it is herewith reproduced, by per­ 
mission, in full. 
The speech: 
I want to run over rather brief­ 
ly. some of the sahent points 
in 
the National Defense Act. but first 
I want to say that 1 am not a so- 
called Militarist- Hankering for a 
war. 
So many people 
have 
an 
obtuse opinion that all army 
of­ 
ficers are looking forward to, 
or 
hungering for another war. A ma- 
poritv of us have seen war in all 
its horrors, suffered its pr ration* 
and witnessed its dilapidations. 
I 
should say that war is more ab­ 
horrent to the army officer than to 
any other class. 
I believe in adequate prepared­ 
ness in all things.. 
The fact that I 
endeavor to regulate my daily hab­ 
its so that I may be prepared 
to 
meet my Maker, or 
that 
I carry 
sufficient life insurance to provide 
for my family in case 
something 
should happen to me, does not ne­ 
cessarily mean that I want to die. 
I don’t: but I do want to be pre­ 
pared. 
In speaking of insurance, 
I am reminded of an incident that 
occurred a few years ago and 
it 
might be used as a simile. 
My fi­ 
nancial 
affairs 
were 
rather 
straightened and 
1 mentioned 
to 
my father that I was thinking 
of 
dropping some of my insurance as 
I could not afford to carry it. 
He 
replied that that was all the more 
reason why I should carry it. Peo­ 
ple who cannot afford to carry in­ 
surance are the ones who need it 
the most. 
Our 
present 
military 
policy should be carried as a form 
of insurance. 
The present condition in the Far 
East is a striking example of the 
futility of bMt!UL.-Our hopes 
for 
National Defenaeixtn treaties. 
On 
February 6, 1922 the Nine Power 
Treaty 
was 
signed. 
This treaty 
was designed and signed by nine 
of the leading powers of the world 
for the purpose of stabalizing con­ 
ditions in the Far East and to safe 
guard the rights and interests of 
China. 
I am going to quote 
Ar­ 
ticle XII of this Treaty: 


The 
Contracting 
Parties 
agree that, whenever a situ­ 
ation arises Which in the opin­ 
ion of anyone of them involves 
the application of the stipula­ 
tions of the 
present 
Treaty, 
ard renders desirable discuss­ 
ion of such application, there 
shall 
be full and frank com­ 
munication between the Con­ 
tracting Powers concerned. 
Th Kellogg Pact, 
as 
you 
all 
know, is a treaty entered into 
by 
the United States and other Pow­ 
ers, Japan of course being one of 
the signatories, providing for the 
renunciation of war as an instru­ 
ment of national policy. 
The fol­ 
lowing is quoted from that Pact: 


Thhe 
High 
Contracting 
Parties agree that the settle­ 
ment or solution of 
all 
dis­ 
putes or conflicts of whatever 
nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, which may arise 
among them, shall never 
be 
sought 
except 
by 
pacific 
means. 
I am going to leave it to you as 
to whether or not the 
provisions 
of these Treaties have been vioat- 
ed. 


But to get back to the 
subject 
matter of this talk. 
On June 
4, 
1920, there was enacted a National 
Defense Act which was the most 
comprehensive and suitable legisla­ 
tion ever made for 
the 
military 
service of the United States. The 
Army of the United States was to 
consist of the Regular Army, 
the 
National Guard when called into 
the service, the 
Officers 
Reserve 
Corps and the 
Enlisted 
Reserve 
Corps. 
This law emphasized citi­ 
zenship, and brought the National 
Guardsman, the Reservist, the col­ 
lege graduate and student into 
a 
camp 
of 
instruction 
under 
the 
guidance of regular 
officers 
and 
soldiers, newly indoctrinated 
with 
modern pedagogy, taught in serv­ 
ice schools. 
The idea that a sol­ 
dier was not a citizen or that 
a 
citizen could not become an effici­ 
ent soldier 
completely 
died 
out 
with the birth of this legislation 
while the professional soldier was 
giving of his spare time in order 
to acquaint himself with economic

needs, the man engaged in com­ 
mercial pursuits 
was 
sacrificing 
his private interest in order to be 
a public benefactor.

duty of 
grand 
unselfishness and 
such a motive was 
bound

Under this same Act, the Presi­ 
dent could establish reserve officers 
training corps in educational 
in­ 
stitutions. 
An institution under­ 
taking to maintain such a corps 
was to have a regular army officer 
detailed as a professor of military 
science and tactics. 
The school 
was to carry a two-year elective or 
compusory military course, 
which 
should be a requisite with 
other 
studies for a students graduation. 
The senior graduate of these re­ 
serve officers 
training corps 
at 
colleges were eligible for a reserve 
officers commission. 


I served a detail at a co-educa- 
tional institution maintaining such 
a unit and 
know 
that 
there 
is 
nothing in 
the 
teachings 
that 
would interfer with ones moral or 
religious 
beliefs. 
Nothing 
was 
said or taugh in reference to war 
being 
inevitable 
command 
and 
leadership was stressed and an ef­ 
fort was made to give each boy an 
erect posture. 
In the community 
the president of this school was not 
considered 
a 
militarist 
and for 
sometime I did not bleieve that he 
took very much ^oclP in our 
de­ 
partment but upon one occasion he 
told me that he could always tell a 
student of our department when 
the studnet presented himself 
at 
his office. 
Some students not 
in 
our department would slouch into 
his office and if the 
conversation 
were a lengthy 
one, 
they 
were 
prone to want to sit or lean on his 
desk, while the converse was true 
of a student from the military de­ 
partment—they 
entered 
after 
knocking, with headdress removed, 
stood erect and their answers were 
most polite. 
I wish that it were 
possible for me to convey to 
you 
one of the principle things which 
I have seen 
young 
men receive 
from ths course and that is, pres­ 
ence and 
bearing. 
Young 
men 
when first appointed non-commis­ 
sioned officers were inclined to be 
hesitant and embarrassed but lat-

These camps have for their ob­ 
jective: 


The development of closer

ship; to stimulate the interest of 
the youth of this country in 
the 
importance of military training as 
a benefit to the individual taking 
such training and as an assei vital 
in the problem of national defense 
To show the public by actual dem­ 
onstration that camp 
instruction 
of the kind contemplated will be 
to the liking of their sons; 
it will 
develop them physically, 
morally 
and mentally, and will teach Amer­ 
icanism in 
its 
true 
sense, thus 
stimulating patrotism and self dis­ 
cipline and resultng in greater na­ 
tional strength, both civil and mil­ 
itary. 


A candidate for admission to one 
of these camps must be physically 
fit, between the ages of 17 and 24, 
of average general intelligence and 
must be of good moral character. 
The periods during the forenoon 
at camps are given over to instruc­ 
tion, the aftrenoons to supervised 
athletics and evenings to selected 
amusements and 
entertainments. 
The food and its preparation is su­ 
pervised by selected officers 
who 
have undergone a thorough train­ 
ing in our 
service 
schools. 
The 
best officers in the service along 
these lines are selected for 
these 
details.
